1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The application is in condition for allowance for the same reasons listed in the office 
action of September 28, 2007. Additionally, contrary to the statements in the NPL documents of 
December 26, 2007, Gossner does not teach the friction drive arrangement required by the 
present invention. Specifically, while it does teach a friction drive arrangement with fixedly 
arranged guides arranged to cooperate with a portion of a hanger carrier to unlock the drive 
connection, it does not have the rear carrier provided with a depressing means adapted to 
cooperate with a projecting portion of the a front carrier as required by the independent claim.
